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REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  LIBRARIAN. 


STATE  LIBRARY, 
Annapolis,  Md.,  January,  1860. 
To  the  Honorable 

Committees  on  the  State  Library  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  for  your  examination,  an  ac- 
count current  of  the  expenses  and  disbursements  of  the  Li- 
brary Contingent  and  Augmentation  Funds  for  the  years 
1858  and  '59,  together  with  the  vouchers  for  the  items  as 
charged  in  said  account  current. 

I  renew  the  recommendations  contained  in  my  report  to  the 
Legislature  of  1858,  which,  I  regret  to  add,  for  the  want  of 
time  and  the  pressure  of  highly  important  legislative  busi- 
ness, were  not  acted  on  by  that  Honorable  Body,  particularly 
the  recommendation  concerning  an  exchange  of  the  surplus 
copies  of  the  Maryland  Reports,  Maryland  Chancery  Deci- 
sions and  Duplicates  of  Law,  and  other  books  deposited  in 
this  office,  which  are  useless  for  all  practical  purposes  to  the 
Library,  and  are  rarely,  if  ever,  called  for. 

This  recommendation,  if  adopted  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly, would  add  very  many  valuable  law  and  other  books  to 
the  Library  without  being  an  additional  charge  upon  the 
Treasury. 

This  office  is  sadly  delicierit.  iu  all  the  standard  books  of 
Science,  Art,  Literature,  History,  and  in  fact,  in  all  the  more 
important  publications  since  1851.  Few  or  no  miscellaneous 
books  have  been  added  to  the  Library  since  that  date,  the 
chief  cause  being,  the  Library  augmentation  fund  not  being 
adequate  for  the  purchase  of  such  books. 


The  Library  augmentation  fund  of  five  hundred  dollars 
has  been  expended  solely  in  the  purchase  of  law  books,  and 
this  sum  has  been  found  insufficient  to  purchase  all  the  law 
publications  as  they  have  appeared,  and  I  would  recommend 
its  increase. 

The  law  library  is  by  far  the  most  valuable  part  of  the  Li- 
brary, embracing  as  it  does  nearly  all  the  Keports  of  the  Eng- 
lish Common  Law  and  Chancery  ;  also,  all  the  (State  Eeports 
and  Supreme  Court  Keports  of  the  United  States,  together 
with  the  principal  elementary  treatises  of  English  and  Ameri- 
can authors. 

Within  the  last  two  years,  I  have  added  a  number  of  very 
valuable  law  books,  and  have  enriched  very  greatly  the  de- 
partment of  law,  by  purchase.  I  only  regret  it  was  not  in 
my  power  to  have  added  to  the  miscellaneous  works  of  the 
office. 

The  House  of  Delegates,  towards  the  close  of  the  session  of 
1858,  adopted  an  order  authorising  and  directing  the  State 
Librarian  to  pay  to  his  Assistant  fifty  dollars  per  month  out 
of  the  Library  contingent  fund.  Entertaining  serious  doubts 
in  my  own  mind  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  this  order  of 
the  House  of  the  5th  March,  '58,  I  referred  it  to  counsel  for 
his  written  opinion  touching  the  legality  of  it,  and  request 
that  it  may  be  printed  as  an  accompanying  document  of  this 
report,  for  the  information  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  in 
justification  of  my  official  action  in  not  executing  said  order. 
The  Library  contingent  fund  is  but  $1300.  The  Act  of  1858, 
ch.  219,  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  govern- 
ment for  the  years  ending  January  1st,  1859^  appropriates  to 
the  contingent  fund  of  the  Library,  ''including  the  expense 
of  postage,  porterage  and  freight,  of  stationery  for  the  use  of 
said  office,  of  menial  services  and  assistance,  advertising  and 
printing,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses,"  the  aforesaid 
sum. 

This  amount  of  the  Library  contingent  fund  will  not,  in 
justice  to  the  other  creditors  of  this  office,  permit  the  State 
Librarian  to  pay  any  such  amount  as  |50  per  month  to  the 
person  employed  in  the  Library,  without  an  increase  of  the 
Library  contingent  fund  at  least  |200.  Owing  to  the  build- 
ing of  a  new  Library  room,  removal  of  books,  &c.,  the  ex- 
penses of  this  office  for  the  last  two  years  have  been  consid- 
erable. 

The  Legislature  of  1858  having  made  provisions  for  the 
building  of  a  new  Library  room,  upon  the  site  of  the  old,  ap- 
pointed a  joint  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Hoffman  and 
Crowley,  to  superintend  the  building  of  a  new  Library  room. 


Towards  the  close  of  the  year  1859,  the  committee  tumecl 
over  the  new  Library  room,  in  a  quasi  finished  condition. 
The  appropriation  for  building  the  new  Library  room,  having 
been  expended,  the  committee  were  unable  to  proceed  further 
with  their  duty  of  putting  the  State  Library  in  a  proper  con- 
dition for  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties  at  once,  I  ac- 
cepted the  room,  Vv^ent  on  and  finished  it.  There  were  some 
18,0001aw  and  other  books,  whichhad  been  temporarily  stowed 
away  in  the  Senate  Chamber  and  Adjutant  General's  office  and 
Chancery  room,  to  be  removed  to  the  new  Library  rooms,  super- 
intended their  removal  to,  re-arrangement  and  classification  in 
said  office,  according  to  the  most  approved  system  as  in  vogue 
in  Libraries  of  the  Old  and  New  World.  This  duty  of  re-ar- 
ranging, assorting  and  classifying  the  books  in  the  new  Li- 
brary room,  I  voluntarily  undertook  for  the  purpose  of  hav- 
ing the  Library  ready  for  the  reception  of  your  honorable 
bodies. 

Sec.  7,  Art.  7,  of  the  new  Constitution,  entitled  Sundry 
Officers,  states  that  the  State  Librarian  '^shall  perform  such 
duties  as  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  law." 

I  respectfully  submit,  that  the  duty  of  re-arranging,  classi- 
fying and  assorting  the  books  in  the  new  Library  room,  was 
no  part  of  the  State  Librarian's  duties,  nor  has  it  been  pre- 
scribed by  law,  as  the  Constitution  requires. 

Owing  to  the  pressure  of  official  engagements  and  the  bad 
state  of  my  health,  at  this  session,  I  have  been  unable  to  bring 
this  matter  to  the  notice  of  the  ''Committee  on  Claims,"  but 
wish  not  to  be  considered  as  waiving  my  legal  rights  for  com- 
pensation for  the  aforesaid  labor,  duty  and  service  rendered 
the  State. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  tender  to  the  honorable  the  "Com- 
mittees on  the  Library,"  my  high  appreciation  of  the  uniform 
courtesy  and  kind  consideration  they  have  extended  to  me 
during  the  present  session.
